He saw 
his duty and did it without fear or favor, yet he was denied 
the supreme ambition of his life, election to the senate.

They have heretofore been plier- 
led for sale on two occasions and 
because pf business conditions sur­ 
rounding coal mining and labor dif­ 
ficulties affecting

industry, 
they could not be sold, even st the 
minimum appraisement It is known 
by all who are ramiliar with 
the 
subject that, by reason of the con­ 
ditions above aet out, 
If a sale of 
these 
properties 
should be forced at this time they 
would 
prooably 
not 
bring 
an 
amount which would equal Iwent> 
per cent ofiheir appraised value. If 
those who are disposed to criticise 
the settlement of tribal affairs can 
briug forward some plan which will 
result in a sale of the coal and 
asphalt lands of the Choctaws and 
Chickasaws, at a fair price, that 
plan will be welcomed by all tribal 
officials and by all representatives 
of the United States Government. 
It will be noted from the above 
statement of Superintendent Locke
